minimize the impact that such answers will have on the 
actual results. 

Among the major statistics cited, 5 percent of high school 
students responding stated that they had been forced to 
have sex, 7.4 percent stated that they had been subjected to 
unwanted sexual contact, and another 8 percent stated that 
they were forced to do sexual acts. 

31.9 percent of high school drivers polled admitted to talk- 
ing. on the phone while driving. 28.9 percent of polled eighth 
grade students stated that they had ridden in cars driven by 
someone who had been drinking alcohol. 

6.6 percent of middle school students admitted to having 
attempted suicide. 7.1 perent of high school students said 
the same. Among those polled, girls were shown to be twice 
as likely to exhibit symptoms of depression. 

42.5 percent of polled seventh graders stated that they had 
been bullied at school. Over 30 percent stated that they had 
experienced electronic bullying. 

As Burt Rothenbach, of Rothenbach Research and 
Consulting, read off the results of his survey, the committee 
expressed a wide array of reactions. Some, like Steve Bjork, 
were upset by the results but not shocked. 

“I’m not surprised by most of the things I’ve read in this,” 
Bjork told the committee. 

Others, like Superintendent DeLai, were taken aback by 
some of the numbers presented by Rothenbach. 

“It maybe because I spent the last ten years in Reading,” 
DeLai commented, in an exclusive interview with the Crier. 
“You think that cities that are very close together are going 
to be similar demographically, but I guess they are not as 
similar as I had expected.” 

“While the numbers do give community leaders pause, it 
should be noted that Wilmington’s survey numbers were 
often at, or just above or below the averages posted by state 
and national surveys. 

.For example, 7.1 percent of drivers in Wilmington High 
Seliool admitted to having driven while under the influence 
of alcohol. That is .01 percent lower than the state average 
in 2013 (7.2 percent) and over 2 percent lower than the 2013 
national average (10.0 percent). 

+ DeLai and the members of the committee are not satisfied 
with these results. A number of programs are being institut- 
ed-in the high school and other schools to identify and 
assists at-risk students, and DeLai encourages parents to 
take active roles in the conversation concerning mental and 
physical health. 

“The biggest thing I can say is get involved, get engaged,” 
DeLai said. “Don’t bury your head in the sand. Learn how 
to have the conversation with your kids, how to start that 
conversation.” 

DeLai stressed that anyone struggling with emotional or 
physical issues should not feel outcast or alone. Many stu- 
dents and parents ignore or deny their problems out of 
shame for how the community might respond. According to 
DeLai, breaking down this barrier is key to keeping the 
schools, and the town, free of risk. 

“The biggest piece of this is eliminating the stigma,” 
DeLai said. “If your kid is struggling, it’s OK. A lot of kids 
and parents are struggling, a lot of adults are struggling. 
Until we remove the stigma, you are not going to be able to 
reach out and get the help you need.”

The job took a little time to 
come to fruition for 
Broadrick who applied for 
the position late last spring. 
The School Committee then 
voted him in on July 22nd, 
and his first day was 
October ist. 

“It’s been a long process, 
but as a result, I got to 
spend all that time working 
with Charlie,” said 
Broadrick. 

“This school, this district, 
is the greatest place I’ve 
ever worked. Charlie Lyons 
[build the foundation] with 
the cooperation of all the 
professionals who work 
here,” said Broadrick of the 
former Superintendent. 

Broadrick is proud of the 
accomplishments that have 
been made over the years 
since the schools’ comple- 
tion in 1970, but gives most 
of the credit to Lyons.

BOSTON - Attorney 
General Maura Healey 
urged federal regulators to 
undertake a rigorous review 
of the impacts of the pro- 
posed Kinder Morgan 
pipeline before allowing the 
project to move forward. 

In comments filed Oct. 16 
with the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission 
(FERC), Healey renewed 
her call for a comprehensive 
evaluation of Kinder 
Morgan’s proposed 
Northeast’ Energy Direct 
(NED) interstate gas 
pipeline to progress. 

“This proposed pipeline 
would have a significant 
impact on local residents 
and -the energy future of 
Massachusetts,” AG Healey 
said. “FERC should fully 
evaluate the need for this 
project in conjunction with 
other pipeline proposals for 
the. region. My office will 
continue to play an active 
role in proceedings for this 
pipeline moving forward.” 

The comments call on 
FERC to undertake a full 
assessment of the need for 
the NED pipeline in con- 
junction with other natural 
gas. pipeline proposals for 
. the region. As part of this 
review, AG Healey urges 
FERC to consider the 
results of her office’s region- 
al study, which is due soon 
and -will evaluate natural 
gas capacity needs and 


options to address regional 
electricity reliability in New 
England through 2030. AG 
Healey’s comments were 
submitted as part of the pub- 
lic “scoping” process for 
environmental review of the 
proposed pipeline project. 

As proposed by Kinder 
Morgan’s Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline Company, the NED 
project is a new 30-inch 
pipeline designed to deliver 
up to 1.3 billion cubic feet 
per day of natural gas from 
Wright, New York, to 
Dracut, Massachusetts, at a 
total cost of at least $3 bil- 
lion. As it’s proposed, about 
64 miles of the proposed 
pipeline’s 188-mile length 
would be _ located’ in 
Massachusetts. 

FERC is an independent 
agency that regulates the 
interstate transmission of 
electricity, natural gas, and 
oil, and reviews all propos- 
als to build natural gas 
pipelines. Before FERC 
decides whether or not to 
approve a pipeline proposal, 
it conducts a review under 
the National Environmental 
Policy Act (NEPA) evaluat- 
ing the project’s environ- 
mental impacts and consid- 
ering reasonable project 
alternatives, taking into 
account the purpose and

State releases statewide PARCC results 


The Department of 
Hlementary and Secondary 
Education released state- 
wide ‘results for students 
who took PARCC in spring 
2015. While the results are 
similar .to the preliminary 
results from computerized 
PARCC tests released in 
September, today's results 
also include scores of stu- 
dents ‘who took PARCC 
using a paper and pencil for- 
mat.

Selectmen vote ‘yes’ on intervenor status

,-TEWKSBURY -_ Selectmen 
voted Tuesday night to officially 
oppose the Northeast Energy 
Direct high pressure gas trans- 
mission pipeline project pro- 
‘posed by Tennessee Gas Pipeline 
(TGP) Company, and they’re 
‘going one step further to apply 
‘for intervenor status as well. 

“{ntervenors are an official 
‘party to the Federal Energy 
‘Regulatory Commission FERC 
proceedings and play a formal 
Tole in the process by filing 
briefs, appearing at hearings, 
and being heard by courts if they 
choose to appeal FERC’s final 


ruling. 
, Once TGP files its formal appli- 


sks) 


cation with FERC, parties have 
just 21 days to file a request to 
intervene. By approving the res- 
olution at Tuesday’s meeting, 
Tewksbury will be prepared to 
file for intervenor status as soon 
as TGP files. 

“Part of the reason we need to 
do this,” Selectman Bruce 
Panilaitis told the Board, “is 
there is only the 21 day window, 


which will go by quickly.” 
The Northeast Municipal Gas 
Pipeline Coalition met in 


Tewksbury on October 19th to 
discuss updates on National 
Energy Direct and FERC and 
other activities involving the 
TGP and Kinder Morgan propos- 


als. 


The meeting, which included 
Northeast Municipal Council of 
Governments Director Beverly 


Woods, and about 20 members of 
the coalition from surrounding 
Massachusetts communities, 
was held at the Tewksbury 
Library and hosted by Panilaitis. 

The basic premise of the meet- 
ing was to discuss strategies to 
keep land from being destroyed 
to lay extra pipeline through sev- 
eral communities potentially 
including Tewksbury. For the 
immediate area, NMGPC is one 
of several coalitions working to 
prevent the proposed pipeline. 

The pre-filing and official filing 
aims to convince FERC that 
there is “a need” for more ener- 
gy in New England, but Kinder 
Morgan and TGP’s NED project 
continues to face strong opposi- 
tion from communities and legis- 
lators. 

The claims for the NED project

posed lateral would have on the 
area. 

Town Manager Jeffrey Hull rec- 
ommended that Selectmen adopt 
a resolution to become an inter- 
venor in the regulatory process. 
That resolution, which also notes 
that the Board is officially’ in 
opposition to the pipeline, was 
adopted unanimously by ‘the 
Board at their last Selectmen 
meeting on October 13, 2015. ~~ 

Now, Tewksbury has taken the 
same stance with unanimous 
approval. “I think it’s a small 
administrative cost to protéct 
our interests,” said Panilaitis.; 


Construction Co., Inc. regarding 
the remaining construction sched- 
ule for the project. 

Milling of the road has been com- 
pleted as of Monday, October 26th, 
and the next step is for completion 
of loop detector installation, which 
began on October 16th.

school systems will use, 
followed by a final vote on 
November 17. 

“None of us really knew 
what the commissioner 
was going to make for a 
recommendation,” DeLai 
stated in an _ exclusive 
interview with the Crier. 
“We all thought that rec- 
ommendation might lean 
towards PARCC.” 

Instead, the commission- 
er introduced what he 
referred to as a “third 
door”. This proposed 
“MCAS 2.0” would fold in 
aspects of the PARCC 
questions and features, but 
be ultimately controlled at 
the state-level. 

“Rather than having the 
tests and cut-scores deter- 
mined by a national organ- 
ization, the state will 
retain control,” DeLai 
said. “Our entire govern- 
ment is built around this 
premise of home-rule and 
control, so that’s impor- 
tant in Massachusetts. Our 
standards are stricter than 
Common Core.” 

Wilmington elected not to 
institute the PARCC test 
back in 2014, before DeLai 
even held her current posi- 
tion. While she did not par- 
ticipate in the decision to 
remain with MCAS, DeLai 
has continued to support 
this course of action. As 
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such, she was excited to 
learn about the commis: 
sioner’s new option. “a 

“I think the notion: of | 
building a test that has the 
critical thinking and tests | 
that PARCC does, - but .is 
based on our standards 
and is state- controlled, | 
makes a lot of sense,” She 
said. “We were hoping to 
have a say in the next gen: 
eration of state testing.” ~* 

If the proposal of thé 
“MCAS 2.0” is accepted; 
DeLai states that all dis- 
tricts will revert to MCAS 
testing for the spring. The 
new MCAS will be devel- 
oped in the meantime, a 
process that might take 
years. 

“Everyone would be tak- 
ing MCAS in the spring, 
and remain in a holding 
pattern while a new testis 
developed,” DeLai said. “In 
light of where the decision 
appears to be going, I’m 
grateful that we have stuck | 
with MCAS.”

days of the big hair, the 
grass fields and ratty old 
uniforms, the two of them 
ventured their ways onto col- 
lege, moved to North 
Carolina before both getting 
married and raising families 
back here in Wilmington. 
Ebert has four children and 
Connors has one child and 
their bond remains as strong 
as ever. 

“(Laura's) awesome,” said 
Ebert. “She's a yahoo. She 
keeps everything fun. She is 
always joking and always is 
having a good time. She 
brings so much fun to every 
situation. She always has a 
smile, she's always in a good 
mood, she always has a joke 
to tell and she's always that 
way no matter if it's field 
hockey or not.” 

The incredible passion for 
the game still exists today 
for the two 41-year-olds. 
They play in adult leagues, 
and they of course spend 
five days a week together on 
the WHS Fields coaching up 
the Varsity and JV teams 
from September through 
(hopefully late) November. 
In addition to that they both 
have their full-time jobs. 
Ebert is a special education 
teacher at WHS and Connors 
is a nurse at Lowell General 
and recently became the 
substitute nurse within the 
Wilmington Public School 
system. Holding those two 
positions, plus field hockey 
coach and a family, is cer- 
tainly a tall order. 

“As far as field hockey 
(coaching) goes, Laura 
always puts it first,” said 
Ebert. “She's just so into it

and I'll joke with her saying 
‘settle down over there’ a lot 
of times but she just loves it. 
She just loves it. This is 
great.

In terms of coaching, the 
two of them have quickly 
transitioned the field hockey 
program into one of the 
most consistent and winning 
female programs in the 
school, save for soccer.

“When they have 
to coach a player, they are 
not afraid to grab the stick 
and show them what to do.” 

Ebert is a very driven 
coach. She's animated, she's 
smart, she knows how to 
adapt and she knows her 
players. She also knows that 
she can't do it all alone. 

“T'm not as confident with 
the kids as of yet and 
(Leanne will) ask my opin- 
ion about things and I'll say 
‘why are you asking me?'. It 
astounds me that she really 
wants my opinion and it 
means a lot that she values 
my opinion, especially when 
my idea works,” said 
Connors with a | laugh. 
“Leanne always knows what 
to say. She encourages the 
kids. She's the one that 
everyone respects and I'm 
the one who is like 'whatev- 
er, whatever' which is fine.” 

Ebert added that the game 
today is totally different 
from when they played 
almost 25 years ago. 

“When we played it was 
always on grass (fields),” 
she said. “When we played 
it was more of the passing 
and today it's more of the 
stickhandling. We would 
spread the field and we'd 
look for the pass. We'd pass, 
pass, pass and bang score a 
goal. Now it's more individ- 
ual and it's more about stick 
skills. The girls today have 
much better stick skills than 
we ever had. We had more of 
the longer hits, looking for 
the passes, cutting to the net 
and getting open mindset.”

“That never, ever crossed 
my mind,” said Ebert: “We 
joke with the kids today and 
say in 25 years when you're 
older, you'll be coaching. 
That was never in’ our 
thoughts especially because 
(Jan Cassidy-Wood and Jan 
Urquhart) were here and 
they were timeless (coach- 
ing icons).” : 


. Ebert and Connors may 


not be coaching icons; or in 
the Hall of Fame, but they 
are two darn good coaches 
and best friends spanning 
four decades now. 

“(I always remember just) 
laughing with Leanne all of 
the time,” said Connors. 
“She's the serious. one and 
I'm the crazy one. We're 
always doing the same 
things and liking the same 
things. We just always laugh 
together. 

“(I) never (thought about 
coaching). I never thought 
I'd see Wilmington High 
School again (after gradua- 
tion). Talking to kids and 
coaching them (everyday) 
we know that we love doing 
this. I said to Leanne fhat 
this has just been such a fun 
ride. Sometimes she'll say to 
me that she doesn't know if 
she can continue to coach 
because of her (own) kids, 
but I always say ‘no way, you 
can't leave me’.” 


Father-and-Son keep tradition going on the soccer field 
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When he gets on the field 
he usually plays an outside 
midfielder spot. He doesn't 
care how much he plays, just 
as long as he's a part of the 
team. 

“I'm OK with it,” he said. 
“There's no ‘I in team' and 
I'm not that kind of guy, so 
I'm OK with it. I'm just 
happy to be here.” 

Certainly not playing as 
much as he would like is 
tough for any high school 
athlete but for Colin Scanlon 
it goes much more than that. 
He has the distinction of 
being “The Coach's Son” 
playing under veteran coach 
Steve Seanlon. 

“It's a little awkward,” 
admitted Colin. “I get a lit- 
tle conflicted whether to call 
him 'Dad' or 'Coach' but I 
do always call him 'Coach'.” 

And how is ‘Coach’ as a 
Coach? 

“IT think he's one of the 
fairest guys I know and it 
translates over to (coaching 
soecer),” said Colin. “If 


there's a problem, he'll tell 
you the problem and how to 
fix it. If you don't want to lis- 
ten to it, then tough luck. 
And if you complain about 
it, he offers how to fix it. 
There's more than enough 
opportunities to approach 
him. He said it at the begin- 
ning of the season and some 
kids don't do it and com- 
plain (about him). I have to 
hear that and (that's not any 
fun).” 

Colin has tried to turn a 
deaf ear to it. Coach Scanlon 
also knows it's tricky for his 
son to be caught in the mid- 
dle of some those sticky sit- 
uations. 

“Colin is a reserve (player) 
and he knows his role on the 
team,” said Steve. “He's a 
good teammate and puts the 
team before himself. It's 
tough being the coach's son. 
You hear a lot of garbage 
and it isn't always great so 
that's tough (for him). But 
Colin does a good job. I know 
his grandfather (Dick 


Scanlon) would be proud of 
him. 

“It's a weird situation 
because I played for my Dad 
and now Colin has played for 
me so it's kind of a rarity.” 

The Coach added that the 
two years together have cre- 
ated a lot of memories to 
last the rest of their lives. 

“(Colin and I) have had 
some fun going to the 
games, the practices and all 
of that stuff that comes with 
it,” said Steve. 

Steve played multiple 
sports at WHS before gradu- 
ating in 1980. He was a strik- 
er on the soccer team and 
during his senior year he 
and teammate Jimmy Burns 
combined to score 25 of the 
team's 40 regular season 
goals. 

The team won just one 
game during his junior sea- 
son and during the 1979 sea- 
son the Wildcats finished 11- 
3-4, losing in the Division 2 
North Sectional semi-finals 
to Wayland. Scanlon was 


named to the Merrimack 
Valley Conference second- 
team all-star squad after 
that season. 

While Steve was a striker, 
Colin plays midfield. 

“(Colin's) a good defend- 
er,” said Steve: “He plays 
hard. His skills could be a 
little better but he works 
hard. I think he gets the best 
out of his ability and that's 
all you can ask of a player.” 

Steve Scanlon played for 
Bill Peabody, who was the 
head coach back then but 
Steve’s father Dick was the 
assistant coach before tak- 
ing over as varsity coach in 
1982. 

Dick was the head coach 
from 1982 to his final coach- 
ing season of 1999 where the 
team finished at 6-10-2. That 
came after he guided the 
team to back-to-back 
Division 3 North sectional 
championship victories, 
including reaching the state 
final in 1997. 

Steve filled in for Dick on 


an interim basis in 2000 
before taking over as head 
coach in. 2001, just several 
months after Dick’s unfortu- 
nate passing. At that time 
Colin and his twin sister 
Siobhan were two years old 
and younger sister Shailagh 
was just a year old. 

If anyone knew Dick, they 
know how caring, loving and 
funny he was, especially as a 
father, nevermind being a 
Hall of Fame coach like his 
son will be. 

Colin says that Steve is the 
same way of being caring, 
loving and funny and of 
course the No. 1 father in his 
eyes. 

“(My father is the) exact 
opposite of what (everyone 
else) would think (he's like 
at home),” said Colin. “He's 
got the wise cracks and the 
dad jokes. We're close and I 
love my dad. And I wish my 
grandfather was still here 
too. I was tight with him 
before he passed away. It's 
been tough without him.” 


Colin said that after. he 
graduates from WHS, he's 
looking to pursue a career in 
the science or engineering 
field, perhaps at St. 
Michael's in Vermont. He's 
months away from his col- 
lege days so until then he 
just wants to see the Wildcat 
Boys Soccer team win: as 
many games as possible 
before the season comes to 
an end. While he knows the 
days of playing for his father 
are dwindling, the Coach 
realizes these days are pret- 
ty special as well. 

“(Colin's) a good kid,” said 
Steve. “He's a good student. 
He's a quiet and unassuming 
kid. He's a good boy. at 
home. He never gets ‘into 
trouble. He goes to work, he 
goes to school, he gets good 
grades and stays out of trou- 
ble. I can't ask for more 
than that (as a father)! I'm 
proud of him and I know his 
grandfather is too.”

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Red Devils burn 
‘Cats on the gridiron

WILMINGTON -To say the 
Wilmington High Football 
team’s season has been a bit 
of a rollercoaster would be a 
gigantic understatement, as 
the Wildcats have had 
numerous ups-and-downs 
throughout the season, as 
the last three weeks will cer- 
tainly attest. 

After getting blown out by 
Melrose two weeks ago at 
home, the Wildcats came 
back last week to give their 
best performance of the sea- 
son in a road win over 
Watertown. 

The Wildcats were unable 
to sustain that momentum 
however, as they returned 
home last Friday night and 
suffered a 35-0 beating at the 
hands of Middlesex League 
Freedom Division rival 
Burlington at Alumni Field. 

With the loss, the Wildcats 


finished their regular season 


with a record of 3-4, earning, 
them the No. 6 seed in the 
Division 3 Northwest play- 
offs, where they will have a 
rematch with this same 
Burlington squad on Friday 
night, this time on the No. 3 
Red Devils home field. 

Burlington, which finished 
their regular season with a 
record of 5-2, rode a well bal- 
anced offensive attack to the 
win, keeping the Wildcats off 
balance on defense for much 
of the night, outgaining 
Wilmington by a 387-99 mar- 
gin in total yards. 

“They are a very difficult 
team to defend,” Wilmington 
coach Mike Barry said. 
“They are very well bal- 
anced and that’s the thing 
that really jumps out at you. 
If they were just a running 
team, or just a passing 
team, it would be much eas- 


ier to defend, but they are 
very well balanced.” 

Burlington used that mix of 
run and pass to jump out to 
an early lead on their open- 
ing possession of the game, 
running their no huddle 
offense to perfection with 
three rushes and three pass 
completions on a drive that 
was capped off by a 32-yard 
run by senior running back 
Chenet Guerrier with 8:48 
left in the first quarter. 

Wilmington fought back on 
their opening drive, going on 
a methodical drive from 
their own 30-yard line all the 
way to the Burlington one 
behind some strong running 
by Matt Woods and Graham 
Smith. Smith, in fact, 
appeared to score on a 
fourth and goal play from 
the Burlington three yard 
line in the final minute of the 
opening quarter, but the offi- 
cials ruled he was short of 
the goal line. 

Watching from the goal 
line, in fact, it did not appear 
like that close of call, as 
Smith seemed to cross the 
goal line with room to spare. 

But Barry was not about to 
make excuses, especially 
after coming up on the short 
end of a blowout loss. 

“T have made it a policy of 
ours not to comment on the 
officials, and I will not say 
anything about that,” Barry 
said. “The bottom line is, we 
had four chances to score 
and we did not get in.” 

Unfortunately for the 
Wildcats, that was about s 
good as it would get, as they 
were held in check for the 
rest of the first half, while 
Burlington extended their 
lead.

The program has 
growh into BeyondTOPS, 
which organizes regular ath- 
letic and social experiences 
for ‘special needs children, 
on and off the soccer field. 

For the last seven years, 
the season has ended with a 
Jamboree event, inviting 
players from programs 
across the state to join 


together at the Shawsheen, 


fora “few hours of soccer 
fun." While the chilly weath- 
- er, travel, and later start 


timé> ‘does impede many’ 


from ‘participating, those 
that‘ do come to the 
Jamboree often report an 
amazing time. 

Participants had,the run of 
almost the entire Shawsheen 
field Complex. Multiple sta- 
tions were set up, using 
cones ‘and hoops and other 
obstacles. Players who com- 
pleted-a station were given 
médals. With music playing, 
a face painting station, and 
the trademark TOPS giant 
inflatable soccer balls, there 
was, room for everyone to 
have'a good time. 

“They wanted the chance 
to play with other kids, to 
just kick the ball around,” 
said Melissa Donovan, of 
Melrose. 


Donovan’s daughters,

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Molly, 8, and Caitlin, 6, 
arrived at the field in full 
costume and face paint. 
Molly, who suffers from a 
form of cerebral palsy, hap- 
pily darted across the 
Shawsheen, fairy wings out- 
side her coat bopping up and 
down as she ran with her 
coach. 

“What I like best about it is 
the confidence it helps the 
kids build,” Donovan said: 
“Their faces are unbeliev- 
able on the field. They are so 
happy, just getting the 
chance to play.” 

Making sure that every 
child gets that chance is a 
cornerstone of the 
TOPSoccer program, across 
all its incarnations, and it is 
part of why TOPS continues 
to spread across the country. 
Currently, 32,000 children 
participate in TOPS pro- 
grams across the country, 


1,300 in Massachusetts 
alone. 

Wilmington TOPS 
President Ray Robinson 


estimated that four to five 
programs are started in 
Massachusetts every year. 
With the Jamboree, organiz- 
ers hope every year to try 
and unite the disparate man- 
agers and coaches together. 

“We try to reach out to all 
aspects of the community,” 
said Bob Trudeau, President 
of Mass Youth Soccer. “For 
those children that don’t 
have the opportunity to play, 
it’s a huge program for 
them. We are very proud of 
the program.” 

And it is not only the chil- 
dren who benefit. 

For the second year in a 
row, the Jamboree was visit- 
ed by the Middlesex College 
Women’s Soccer team. In 
their team track suits, the 
young women. of the 
Middlesex team guided the 
players through the stations, 
celebrating and applauding 
the players as they moved 
through the obstacles and 
crashed the nets.

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reat s Guillow’s planes still 


By RYAN LAROCHE 


It’s not very often a local 
business keeps its doors open 
for 90 years, but that’s exactly 
what Guillow’s has managed 
to do since starting in 1926. 
The company, located at 40 
New Salem St. in Wakefield, 
has been marketing a line of 
small, balsa wood, shelf model 
construction kits of famous 
World War I combat aircrafts 
since its inception as Nu Craft 
Toys. 

_ The company first began in 
the barn of the Wakefield fam- 
ily home of Paul K. Guillow, a 
former WWI U.S. Navy 
Aviator and graduate of 
Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute in 1920. His experi-

ence as a pilot led him to take 
an interest in creating the 
model planes. On a national 
scale, the country became 
enamored with airplanes and 
the idea of flight thanks to 
Charles Lindbergh and _ his 
“Spirit of St. Louis,” which 
flew from New York to Paris 
(the first successful solo flight 
across the Atlantic Ocean). 

Following Lindbergh’s suc- 
cessful trek across the 
Atlantic, Guillow found his 
model planes in_ great 
demand. So great, in fact, the 
company relocated to the sec- 
ond floor of a gas station in 
downtown Wakefield before 
finally settling in its current 
home at 40 New Salem St. 

In the late 20s, the compa- 


ny sold its first shelf model 
kits to a chain. That began 
Guillow’s rise to major player 
in the model plane industry. 

The first line of Guillow 
planes consisted of 12 differ- 
ent WWI biplane fighters with 
six-inch wingspans _ that 
retailed for only 10 cents a 
piece. Each kit contained a 3- 
view plan, balsa wood cement, 
two bottles of colored dope, 
and a strip of bamboo for 
wing and landing gear struts. 
That’s a lot of material for 
only one dime (even back 
then). 

Up until the mid-1940s, 
these kits sold all over the 
country. As they grew in popu- 
larity, more and more models 
were added including a line of

Now collaborating with Brigham & Women’s Hospital and Harvard Medical School 
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50-inch wingspan models that 
sold for $1.50. 

Not satisfied as simply 
being a top name in the model 
plane industry, Guillow sup- 
plemented his production with 
the publication of four avia- 
tion books: 1941s “Tom’s Book 
of Flying Models,” 1942s 
“Flying Models - How to Build 
Them,” 1948s “Building an 


Airplane,” and 1944s “Flying 
Model Airplane Plans.” 
Apparently, the aviation 


industry was so popular then 
that someone could release 
four books on model planes in 
a four-year span. (That proba- 
bly wouldn’t work today. ) 

A problem arose by World 
War II: most of the balsa wood 
was being diverted for mili- 
tary use to make rafts and life 
jackets, thereby making the 
wood nearly impossible to 
come by. Balsa wood comes 
from Ecuador, so the war 
effort and German U-boats 
conspired to make life difficult 
for balsa model builders. 

However, a little problem 
like a lack of wood didn’t stop 
Guillow from meeting the 
needs of his customers. He 
simply switched to paper, 
cardboard and pine, though to 
somewhat mixed results. This 
way model plane enthusiasts 
could continue to build new 
WWII _ aircraft __Hellcats, 
Avengers, Mitchells, 
Mustangs, Messerschmitts, 
Stearmans, Corsairs, and 
Lightnings. 

Besides providing for his 
customers, Guillow 
assisted the war effort by sup- 
plying the military with a 
number of drone aircrafts to 
help the U.S. gunners sharpen

The most pressing threat 
in Guillermo del Toro's 
gothic horror "Crimson 
Peak" isn't the ooze-filled 
eauldrons of dead souls in 
the basement of the old 
Victorian mansion, nor the 
plotting, black-clad sister 
(Jessica Chastain), who 
serves a bitterly poisonous 
tea. 

It's the ever-lurking pos- 
sibility that, at any 
moment, the lush, ornate 
tapestry of Del Toro's film 
might swallow its perform- 
ers whole. 

_ It would be a grand 
death. 

"Crimson Peak" is so lov- 
ingly wrapped in the stylish 
trappings of the genre that 
it's one of the few movies 
you could say is worth it 
purely for the wallpaper. 

It stars Mia Wasikowska, 
Tom Hiddleston and Jessica 
Chastain — a fine trio of 
actors. But the film's true 
above-the-title artists are 
more properly cinematogra- 
pher Dan Laustsen, produc- 
tion designer Thomas 
Sanders and costume 
designer Kate Hawley, who 
under the lordly command 
of Del Toro, summon an 
atmosphere gaga with all 
things gothic. 
~ "Crimson Peak" casts a 
Spell that fails to hold, but 
it’s unquestionably the work 


of a man who loves — I 
mean, really loves — 
movies. 


' It opens with a flashback 
and a promise from Edith 
Cushing (Wasikowska) that 
"ghosts are real." After the 
death of her mother, she (or 
at least a ghoulish ghostly 
of her) visits Edith with a 
frightful warning: "Beware 
of =Crimson Peak." It's a 
message that curiously fails 
to impress. 

: The setting is turn-of-the- 
century Buffalo, where 
Edith lives with her father 
Carter Cushing (an excel- 
lent Jim Beaver). She wants 
to be a novelist, but her 
manuscript (a ghost story) 
is condescendingly rejected,

praised only for feminine 
"loops" of her penmanship. 
Advised to write a love 
story, she pleads that the 
ghosts are a metaphor for 
the past. 

Such is the tenor of Del 
Toro's fable, which he wrote 
with Matthew Robins. You 
wouldn't mistake it for 
Henry James or even for 
Hitchcock. The exquisite set 
design is more heightened 
than the emotions; the 
grotesques are too beautiful 
to be too deep. 

From England, Thomas 
Sharpe (the splendid Tom 
Hiddleston) comes to town 
with his mysterious sister 
Lucille (Chastain), in 
search of a grant for a con- 
traption of his invention to 
mine the red clay beneath 
their home. Cushing, an 
established business man, 
quickly rejects Thomas, but 
Edith doesn't. 

The Sharpes have clearly 
duplicitous motives, but 
Edith swoons for Thomas. 
Just as they're departing 
Buffalo, Edith's father is 
killed. The scene is a beau- 
ty: in the steam and golden 
light of a, morning bath- 
house, an unseen assailant 
sneaks up to Carter and 
crushes his skull over a 
sink, leaving blood and 
water flowing from the 
cracked porcelain. 

The movie settles into a 
"Notorious"-like plot where 
Edith is slowly poisoned 
while unearthing the Sharpe 
family secrets. 

The rich atmosphere of 
"Crimson Peak" never 
wanes, but the story does. 
Having summoned the goth- 
ic ghosts, Del Toro never 
fully unleashes them. The 
director's dark fantasy mas- 
terpiece remains "Pan's 
Labyrinth," but his affection 
for gothic romance is infec- 
tious; hopefully he has a 
Dickens adaptation in him. 

As even his last film, the 
kaiju monster movie 
"Pacific Rim," proved, there 
may be no better conjurer 
of color in movies right now. 
His dreams, and _ night- 
mares, are in technicolor. 


“Bridge of Spies”

Steven Spielberg's 
"Bridge of Spies," much like 
its misunderstood litigator, 
is a film that plays the long 
game. This complex Cold 
War drama soaked in shad- 
ows, blues, greys and fur- 
rowed brows, is a slow burn 
that challenges the audi- 
ence to trust where it's 
going. 

In this fictional rendering 
of how a Brooklyn insur- 
ance lawyer ended up nego- 
tiating a high-stakes prison- 
er exchange at the height of 
the Cold War, Spielberg and 
writers Matt Charman and 
Joel and Ethan Coen toss 
details at you, shake them 
all around and piece them 
back together in the third 
act, when the form of the 
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puzzle starts to take shape. 
Only then can you begin to 
fully appreciate just how 
lean and purposeful every 
moment is. 

Suddenly that seemingly 
random conversation about 
clients and incidents from 
the first act isn't an outlier 
after all — it means every- 
thing. As a first time view- 
ing experience, it's like not 
realizing you've been play- 
ing a game of chess until 
you've already lost. 

That's all to say that 
"Bridge of Spies," which 
waxes poetic — and occa- 
sionally cynically — on 
patriotism, honor, and duty, 
echoes in your mind long 
after the credits roll and 
begs for a second viewing. 

On the page, "Bridge of 
Spies" is the story of every- 
man James B. Donovan 
(Tom Hanks), a lawyer and 
family man who takes on 
the thankless task of repre- 
senting Soviet Agent Rudolf 
Abel (Mark Rylance) in a 
trial, only to then be called 
on to negotiate his exchange 
for a detained U.S. soldier 
on behalf of the CIA. But 
that's just scratching the 
surface of this very thought- 
ful meditation on doing the 
right thing — embodied in 
the burgeoning friendship 
between Abel and Donovan. 

Perhaps most unexpect- 
ed, though, is how Rylance 
sneaks up on you and proves 
himself to be the heart, 
soul, and film standout. 

It's in these unexpected 
details and choices that 
Spielberg continues to defy 
our skeptical movie expec- 
tations. He has a point of 
view, he has a plan, and he 
remains in a class of his 
own in his ability to both 
execute those ambitions and 
entertain in the process.

“Changes are (slowly) 
coming to the Winchester

their skills. 

Post war prosperity, plus 
new plastic models, caused a 
decline in Guillow’s kit busi- 
ness. Therefore, he concen- 
trated on producing inexpen- 
sive hand launched and rub- 
ber powered gliders. 

But good news was on the 
horizon: by the 1950s, thanks 
to a resurgence in the demand 
for the “original” model 
planes, Guillow’s saw an 
uptick in business. Sadly, 
founder Paul Guillow didn’t 
survive long enough to see it 
through. He passed away in 
1951+ 

-HIs widow Gertrude 
became president and treasur- 
er. With the help of his broth- 
er Roscoe and Earl Smith as 
officers of the company, 
William Colwell as production 
manager, and Lou Andrews as 
design engineer, Guillow’s 
continued to thrive. 

’ In 1953, they introduced the 
“Jetfire” glider, the first one to 
be mass produced and pack- 
aged on a high speed packag- 
ing machine. Thanks to this 
new technology, Guillow’s 
could now keep up with the 
booming economy and place 

. its gliders in the popular chain 
stores. Combine that with the 
baby boomer generation’s 
affinity for building model 
planes (as many of their 
fathers fought in the war) and 
Guillow’s once again took off 
(pun- intended). 

By the-1960s, in order to 
satisfy the baby boomers’ 
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thirst for building, Guillow’s 
produced hundreds of thou- 
sands of model airplane kits. 
They furthered their market- 
ing even more by introducing 
many different counter and 
floor stand displays. 

By 1980, Gertrude retired 
as president, passing the 
baton to Smith. Unfortunately, 
he retired three years later, 
passing the presidency on to 
Colwell. In 1989, Colwell 
retired and Alison Smith, who 


had been serving as vice-pres- 
ident, took over. Smith held 
the top position for a decade. 

While much changeover 
occurred in the 1980s, the com- 
pany diversified its business 
and began custom printing 
messages on the wings of its 
planes. In 1994, it purchased 
Tiger Incorporated thereby 
acquiring foam products to 
enhance this division of its 
business.

U.S. home values and rents defying 
global slowdown 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
U.S. housing appears to be 
insulated so far from the cool- 
ing global economy. 

Home values and rental 
prices are steadily rising, 
fueled by strong demand and 
a tight supply of available 
properties, a pair of reports 
Tuesday showed. The solid 
demand drove sales growth 
early this year and spurred 
additional construction. 

The Standard & 
Poor's/Case-Shiller  20-city 
home price index climbed 5.1 
percent in the 12 months that 
ended in August — a level 
many economists view as 
more sustainable than the 
sharp double-digit gains at 
the start of 2014. 

And in September, median 
rents nationwide rose a sea- 
sonally adjusted 3.7 percent 
from a year ago, according to 
real estate data firm Zillow. 
As with home prices, the pace 
of rent increases appears 
more stable than the sharper 
increases earlier this year. 

Still, while three years of 
solid hiring and low mortgage 
rates have bolstered 
real estate, further gains will 


likely require better pay for 
workers. Increases in home 
values continue to exceed aver- 
age annual earnings, which 
have risen just 2.2 percent from 
a year ago. 

For now, homes in tech hubs 
with a high concentration of 
good-paying jobs appear to be 
the main beneficiaries of rising 
prices. S&P reported that San 
Francisco and Denver both 


enjoyed a 10.7 percent year - 
over-year jump in home values, * 
the largest of any city, 
Portland, Oregon's annual gain - 
of 9.4 percent was the third: - 
largest.
